We'll never forget 
them. 


What was that off the bow? “Shiver my timbers,” a gorgeous rain- 
bow! As the spectacle faded away, the sun’s brilliant rays focused on 
the January graduates of ‘44 on our last voyage. Immediately we 
set up ballots for voting, the honors going to Ken Myles as President; 
Lil Belmont. Vice-President; Cynthia Howgate, Treasurer; and Gilda 
D’Elia as Secretary. When G. O. elections rolled around, Ray Harring- 
ton was advanced to the rank of C. P. O. and shoved off in a neat little 
P-T boat with a cargo of ten new amendments. Our elections being 
over, we continued toward port. Lawrence Sharon, “Wimp’s” twin 
brother, was cast in the play, “Beggar on Horseback.”
